—The  successful  re¬ 
sult*  of  the  improved  steam  life-boat*  are 
noted  by  the  Loudon  Ttmet,  in  a  highly 
commendatory  article.  These  boat*  rneox- 
uro  forty  eight  feet  in  length,  and  are 
about  uine  feet  iu  breadth  and  live  in  depth, 
with  a  draught,  when  all  the  machinery 
and  gear  ore  ou  board,  of  two  feet  eight 
inches  forward  aud  three  feet  fi/e  inches 
aft.  They  are  built  wholly  of  wood,  aud 
upon  the  diagounl  principle,  aud  are  driven 
Ly  compound  engine*,  of  which  the  high 
pressure  cylinder*  ore  seven  aud  a  half 
inch**,  aud  the  low  pressure  cylinder* 
eleven  and  a  half  inches  in  diameter,  har¬ 
ing  a  stroke  of  eight  inches.

One  of  tbe  dleUngui*bing  feature*  of  He 
city  of  St.  Loul*  i*  the  number  of  huge  steam¬ 
boats  that  line  its  lerce.  To  a  pemm  from  the 
East  tbe  appearuBcc  of  these  river  steamers  la 
strange  indeed  wien  compared  with  the  mi 
ntfleent  floating  palace*  that  ply  tbe  Huda 
and  East  Rivers.  Tbe  Mi**!**lppl  River  •learn¬ 
er  is  built  upon  s  low,  broad  bull,  aa  neai^y 
broad  as  long,  wfith  three  large  and  commodious 
decks  above  the  machinery,  which  consists  *of 
two  hlgh-presauffi  engines.  These  engtfle*  fire 
placed  one  on  each  side  of  tbe  boat  and  flan  (be 
operated  aingly  or  together.  The  eonueetiqg- 
rods  which  propel  the  huge  paddle  wheels  Are 
usually  constructed  of  timber  and  have  a  very 
cumbersome  appearance.  All  tbe  machinery 
and  boilers  are  placed  upon  the  main  de(k. 
The  capacity  ot  these  boats  is  immense  SDd  tjon 
after  ton  of  freight  la  atowed  away  upon  tbe 
decks,  and  sometimes  It  would  seem  that  the 
boat  must  sink  from  the  Immense  weight.  Y|ur 
correspondent  made  the  acquaintance  of 
supertuteodeDt  at  one  of  the  largest  steaml 
companies  in  St.  Louis,  whose  fleet  of  *t«ni(era 
numbered  twenty-eight,  and  by  invitation  wit¬ 
nessed  the  loading  aud  dispatching  of  on®  of 
tfielr  boats.  About  150  negroes  were  kept  b|isy 
handling  z^d  stowing  sway  freight  of  all  kinds 
for  a  whole  day.
